While this IB not the time to fight 


the Hessian Fly an examination of 
wheat fields reveals the reason why 
we should be careful in our wheat 
seeding operations next year to sow 
at a time that will not be conducive 
to the welfare of the fly. 


The Hessian fly may be found in 


abundance In fields of wheat sown 
prior to October 1, 
The earlier the 


wheat was sown, as a general rule, 
the more abundant Is tlie fly. 


In looking- for the fly the observer 


may pick out, as he walks through 
the 
field, plants that have a deep 


trreen purplish cast and the center 
shoot missing. 
Such a plant la al- 


most suro to contain the fly. 
On 


pulling it up and etrippinjr down the 
leaves from one to half a dozen little 
white worms may be found near the 
base of the plant. A little later these 
will be found in a brown cocoon re- 
sembling a flaxsecd, 
This ii called 


the 
flaxseed stage" 
in 
which 
the 


\sorm passes tlie winter. 


It is almost Impossible to find any 


of these worms in the wheat which 
uas sown after the first week in Oc- 
tober. 
Now is a good time to go into 


two pieces of wheat, one sown early 
and one^sown late nnd compare, tho 
fields "with respect to the number of 
flies found. 


In the spring the flies emerge from 


the cocoon or flaxsceds and are dis- 
tributed over the fields. 
They will 


find their way in largo numbers to 
late sown fields which are *not now 
infested with flies and will lay their 
eggs in the growing wheat 
Thcsp 


eggs wilt hatch and tho young worms 
will damage the crop. 


Knowing the life history it is easy 


to understand why farmers generally 
should co-operate in the late sowing 
of 'wheat,

Ing all strikes a» "industrial barbar- 
ism'* and declaring that "there Is no 
place in thli country either for In- 
dustrial despotism or tabor despo- 
tism," the senate committee author- 
ized to investigate the steel strike 
today presented a report covering its 
hearings both in Washington and in 
Pittsburgh and criticizing both the 
workers and the employers In the con- 
troversy which resulted In at least 
partial disruption of the steel In- 
dustry. 


OPERATORS EXCEED EIGHT 
The committee's main conclusion, 


concurred In by all members, was 
expressed In the statement that "the 
public has a right to demand that 
capital shall not arrogate to Itself the 
right to determine in its own way 
these Industrial questions, and It is 
the eame an to labor, and the duty is 
upon congress to provide some war 
of adjusting these difficulties." 


As 
a 
permanent preventive of 


strikes, which 
the committee con- 


cedes "are apparently the only way 
for labor to secure even Its Just de- 
mands if employers refuse to grant 
them," It Is recommended that con- 
gress authorize the establishment nf 
some such 
mediation agency 
with 


well deflntcl powers as the recently 
dissolved w^r labor board. 


COMPULSORY INVESTIGATION" 
"This board would have the power 


of 
compulsory investigation." 
the 


report adds on this subject, but "not 
to the extent of compulsory arbitra- 
tion. 
A Just decision of the boar-l 


would be endorsed by the public.' 


NEARLY UNANIMOUS 


Committee members who conducted 


the Investigation were fairly unani- 
mous in the report, though leaving 
open points on which they could not 
agree. 
The report was signed by 


Senator Kenyon of Iowa, chairman, 
and Senators Sterling, South Dakota; 
Phipps, Colorado, Republicans and 
McKellar. Tennessee and Walsh, Mas. 
sachusetts, Democrats. 


Treating of the causes of the strike, 


the committee in Its report expressed 
the opinion 
that the walkout 
was 


precipitated by the determination of 
tlie American Federation of Labor to 
organize the steel industry. Wages I 
are not a factor In the strike, the 
committee held, being high enough 
to give no reason for dissatisfaction. 
Hours of the workers, however, the 
senators believed, are too long. 


RADICALISM 


Further behind the strike, the com. 


mlttee found, was massed "a consid- 
erable 
element" 
of 
revolutionary 


radicalism, of which. It was said, 
there is no question, but that William 
Z. Foster, secretary of the general 
strike committee, was a leader. With 
Jacob Margolin, attorney for the I. 
W. W. and assistant In organizing 
the strike. Secretary Foster came In 
for 
unsparing 
condemnation. De- 


spite Foster's partial disavowal of 
his former syndicalist doctrines, the 
committee failed to be con"incert that 
the 
strike leader 
hag had 
"little 


change of heart," but on the con- 
trary, "he Is now in tnc full heyday 
of his power." 
* 


JUST COMPLAINT 


"The laborers In the steel mills had 


a Just complaint relative to the long 
hours of service on the part of some 
of them, and the right to have that 
complaint heard by the companj-," 
said the committee In summing up 
its formal findings. 


With the system of working hours 


in the steel Industry th« committee 
disagreed strongly. 


We believe that a large majoritk' 


of the men actually working In the 


mills work ten and twelve hours a 
day," th« report said. 


HO0ES ICO LONG 


"Men cannot work ten and twelve 


hours a day and attend classes in 
night schools. 
An eight hour day 


with a living wage that will enable 
men to support their families and 
bring up their children according *o 
the standards of American life ought 
to be a cardinal part of our indus- 
trial policy, and the sooner the prin- 
ciple If recognized the better. It will 
be for the entire 'country.'! • 


Sketching briefly the history of the 


steel strike, the report dealt with 
the efforts of strike leaders to get 
Judge E. H. Gary, chairman of the 
United States Steel corporation, Into 
a conference, far enough to point out 
that committee members felt sym- 
pathy with the principle of collective 
bargaining, but did not believe the 
steel strikers had taken 
the right 


course. 


GARY PARTLT BIGHT. 


"The representatives selected (for 


bai gaining) should be those who be- 
lieve In the principles of American 
government," the report said on this 
point. 
"Judge Gary could well have 


objected to receiving a man with the 
views of Mr. Foster. He did not put 
his refusal 
on that ground, but 


rather put tt on the ground; that .the 
men did not represent the employes,' 
though himself conceding that ten 
to fifteen per cent of the men In the 
mtlles were probably unionized. Tt 
seems to us that even -this ten or fif- 
teen per cent had the right to select 
their own representatives and pre- 
sent their grievances? and that they 
should have been heard."

MANY MEN FOREIGN. 


Testimony 
before the committee, 


the report said, sustained the conten- 
tion of the steel companies that n 
large proportion of the strikers are 
foreigners 
or non-English-speaking 


people. 


Touching on .the snbject.of .radical- 


ism in the strike, the report said: 


"The. committee Is of the opinion 


that the American Federation of La- 
bor has made a serious mistake and 
has lost much favorable public opin- 
ion by permitting the leadership o! 
this strike movement to pass Into the 
hands of some who have heretoforo 
entertained the most radical and dan- 
gerous doctrines." 


FOSTER ASSAILED. 


"Such men." said the report, allud- 


ing to Foster 
and 
Mafgolls, "are 


dangerous to the country, and they 
are dangerous to the cause of union 
labor. 
If Mr. Foster;has tho. real- In- 


terest of the laboring man at heart 
he should remove himself from any 
leadership. 
If he will act remove 


himself from leadership tne Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor should purge 
itself of such leadership in order to 
sustain the confidence the country 
has had in It under leadership of Mr. 
Gompers." 


CHARGES OF CONTROL. 


Dealing

Pennsylvania were controlled b# the 
steel companies against them, the 
report said: 


"The action In many cases has been
